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However, approval carried with 
it a requirement that the applicant 
(Ben Dyer Associates, Inc. on be¬ 
half of Greenbriar Associates) must 
include certain design features, a- 
mong which are; 

(1) Alteration and adjustment to 
culvert downstream at the Balti- 
more-Washington Parkway so as 
to avoid a ponding condition which 
has hindered the continuous flow¬ 
ing of the stream. 

(2) Incorporation of a tertiary 
treatment plant which through 
technically advanced features would 
provide a high quality of effluent 
(liquid discharge). 

The developer, Alan Kay, is seek¬ 
ing the package sewer plant as a 
temporary measure until the State 
moratorium on sewage hookups is 
lifted. Greenbriar has received the 
approval of the county to connect 
with the Western Branch basin in 
1973 when the latter treatment 
plant i& expected to be expanded. 
In order to meet mortgage commit¬ 
ments, however, the developer- 
needs to have immediate sewage 
so as to construct 400 units by next 
summer. 

The major problem that has been 
facing the package treatment plant 
for Greenbriar is the disposal of 
the effluent from the plant. The 
proposed point of discharge is an 
intermittent stream — a small un¬ 
named tributary to Beaver Dam 
Creek. State law is silent with re¬ 
spect to restrictions on discharges 
into intermittent streams. On the 
basis of calculations performed by 
the SDWR, the latter concluded 
that the proposed discharge from 
the sewage treatment plant “will 
not result in violation of the State’s 
water quality standards and/or the 
Department’s regulations.” 

Other conditions laid down by 
SDWR called for treated wastewa¬ 
ter flo wof not more than 700,000 
gallons a day. adequately disinfect¬ 
ed at all times. Sufficient space 
should be provided and reserved at 
the treatment plant so as to allow 
for the addition of advanced waste 
treatment facilities in the event that 
such additional treatment is deem¬ 
ed necessary. The applicant is re¬ 
quired to provide for immediate 
connection of this interim facility 
to the WSSC system as soon as 
trunk lines are available. 

The SDWR also specified that the 
applicant consult with its engineers 
in Surface Water Management on 
the alteration in the culvert, Ac-

cording to SDWR official Paul W. 
Slunt, Jr., the engineers will keep 
an eye on construction so as to 
avoid wash outs. “We want to keep 
our hand in — to make sure we 
have done everything we can with 
respect to the project,” he said. 

He said that the SDWR evalua¬ 
tion of the Greenbriar application 
does not consider the total situa¬ 
tion, but is primarily confined to 
the application of water quality 
standards and other regulations and 
standards contained in the Water 
Quality Act of 1965 and environ¬ 
mental factors. 

Other agencies consider other 
factors. Dr. Perry Stearns of the 
county health department, for ex¬ 
ample, expressed concern about 
the health hazard created by dis¬ 
charging effluent into an intermit¬ 
tent stream. 

The State Department of Health, 
which has the final say on the 
package plant, has indicated that 
it will not make a final decision 
until hearing from county officials. 
Last May County Executive Wil¬ 
liam Gullett disapproved of the 
package plant, but is presently re¬ 
viewing the application. 

Judge Refuses Dismissal 
Of Pollution Charge 

On December 26, Circuit Court 
Judge Robert B. Mathias ruled that 
the Beltway Plaza owners, First 
National Realty Corporation and 
Sidney J. Brown, personally, will 
have to stand trial for allegedly 
polluting Indian Creek. Two of the 
eight counts brought by the State 
of Maryland against the developer 
were dismissed because the alleged 
violations occurred more than a 
year prior to October 6, 1971, the 
date of the suit. 

The other six counts, which Ma¬ 
thias refused to dismiss, concerned 
charges that the accused had fail¬ 
ed to obey correction orders issued 
by the State Department of Water 
Resources with respect to alleged 
erosion from the shopping center's 
land that had occurred in April, 
May, and July 1971. Each count 
carries a maximum fine of $10,000 
and/or up to a year in jail. 

Judge Mathias denied the conten¬ 
tions of Karl Feissner, Brown’s at¬ 
torney, that the Water Resources 
statute under which the accused 
was sued, was unconstitutional be¬ 
cause of its vagueness, and had 
been improperly titled since it did 
not indicate that the Act provides 
criminal penalties. 

Judge Mathias asserted that the 
charge was “not so vague as to be 
unconstitutional or lacking in fac¬ 
tual allegations (as) to inform the 
defendant of the crime.” The sta¬ 
tute, ho said, docs establish a stan¬ 
dard of conduct sufficiently defini¬ 
te to afford an ascertainable test 
of guilt. 

Warren Rich special assistant 
Attorney General, argued the case 
for the State and Count} 7 . 


County Resolution 

As a follow-up to the county res¬ 
olution introduced on December 15 
proposing general policy for tem¬ 
porary package sewage treatment 
plants, a special resolution dealing 
with the Greenbriar and Glen Ora 
tracts was introduced on Tuesday, 
January 4, by county council mem¬ 
bers Francis Francois, Francis 
White, and Gladys Spellman. 

The resolution approves the sew¬ 
age treatment facility for Green- 
briar and Glen Ora apartment com¬ 
plexes, subject to the following con¬ 
ditions: 

(1) The facility must meet all 
standards imposed by the State 
Department of Health and Mental 
Hygiene as to construction and op¬ 
eration. 

(2) The facility shall be main¬ 
tained and operated by the Wash¬ 
ington Suburban Sanitary Commis¬ 
sion (WSSC) at the expense of the 
owners of the tracts. 

(3) As soon as additional public 
sewage capacity is available, the 
temporary plant shall be discontin¬ 
ued and the development shall be 
connected to the permanent WS¬ 
SC system. 

The resolution finds that the 
Greenbriar and Glen Ora tracts are 
in Area 3 of the County 10-year 
Water and Sewer Plan and there¬ 
fore would be ready for immediate 
development were it not for the ex¬ 
istence of the State sewer morator¬ 
ium. 

The county council emphasized 
that its action is not to be constru¬ 
ed as an expression of judgment 
on questions of health. Rather, it is 
confining its views to the question 
of land use and planning and notes 
that the installation of a tempor¬ 
ary plant in the case of Greenbri¬ 
ar - Glen Ora would not lead to 
premature development of the area 
in light of the previous action of 
the county council. 

The resolution will probably come 
up for final action toward the end 
of the month.

Director David Lange suggested 
that safety was compromised by 
having hedges so high. This was 
confirmed by director Janet James, 
who said there were certain places 
she did not feel she could walk at 
night because of tripping over a 
child’s toy. Other board members 
mentioned that police chief Willi¬ 
am Lane had voiced concern about 
the hiding places the taller hedges 
provided. 

Director Donald Volk said that 
the committee had selected the se¬ 
ven-foot level to provide privacy. 
He also said that while some board 
members might think lower hedges 
were more attractive, he did not 
think it was the proper role of the 
board to make its aesthetic judg¬ 
ments a matter of regulation. 

When it came to vote, Lange, 
James and Katherine Keene, who 
had favored the lower height, found 
themselves outnumbered by Tom 
White, Volk, James Smith, and 
Norman Weyel. Chairman Nat 
Shinderman indicated he would 
have voted with the majority. 

Consisting of only six paragraphs, 
two of which are informational, the 
new regulations state that hedges 
must not overhang sidewalks. The 
city requires that they be kept no 
higher than three feet at intersec¬ 
tions. Poison ivy and thorny hedges 
are prohibited. New plantings, ex¬ 
cept hedges, must not excessively 
restrict the sunlight on adjacent 
property or produce limbs which 
grow into adjacent property with¬ 
out the advice and consent of that 
property owner. Hedges which are 
not trimmed to the seven-foot lim¬ 
it will be trimmed by the corpor¬ 
ation to a height of three feet.

the Ad-hoc Committee for Conduct 
at Board Meetings. This committee 
was suggested by director James, 
and she was appointed chairman. 
The report consisted of suggesting 
that a handout, which the commit¬ 
tee had drafted, be given out to 
visitors to the Board meetings. The 
Committee noted that the Board 
had fairly recently passed their 
own set of rules of conduct, and 
that the Committee report in no 
way was meant to infringe upon 
that set of rules. The Committee 
also indicated its Intent to publish 
the document in the GHI Newslet¬ 
ter. Members of the Committee 
had hoped that their fairly loosely 
worded document might receive 
Board approval since its intent was 
informational rather than policy¬ 
making. The Board, however, got 
into an analysis of the document 
and remanded it back to the Com¬ 
mittee. 

The “Members’ Guide to GHI 
Meetings” as proposed would have 
tightened up the procedures through 
which visitors communicated with 
the Board. The Board does seem 
to be willing to modify its current 
free-wheeling approach to visitor 
participation. The proposed Guide 
would have provided that “If a 
member feels he is particularly 
well-informed or unusually inter¬ 
ested in an agenda item . . . he 
should give his name to the re¬ 
cording secretary . . . indicating 
the agenda item on which he wish¬ 
es to speak. This might be done 
under the “Visitors” item on the 
agenda or when the item in ques¬ 
tion was discussed. Director White 
said that he felt that “Visitors” 
should be changed >to “Petitions,” 
at which time the Board would re¬ 
ceive only prepared statements. A 
subsequent suggestion that this be 
modified to place “Petitions” early 
on the agenda while moving “Vis- 
tors’ ’to the latter part of the agen¬ 
da received support. 

Recycling 

Early in the meeting the subject 
of recycling was brought up by 
Michael Chew under “Visitors.” He 
spoke first with enthusiasm. But 
upon feeling that the board was 
not giving his ideas proper con¬ 
sideration, his enthusiasm turned 
to vehemence. He had, he said, 
given details on recycling to board 
member Lange. He was angered 
that these had not been circulated 
to all the board members. When, 
upon his offer to describe in “black 
and white” how money could be 
saved by recycling, the board de¬ 
murred, he shouted that all the 
board cared about was increasing 
charges to members instead of sa¬ 
ving money, and left the meeting. 

Much later in the meeting under 
“board members” Lange stated that 
he had received a substantial a- 
mount of literature from Chew on 
recycling and that he was in the 
process of preparing a presentation 
to the board based on that litera¬ 
ture. Nevertheless, chairman Shin¬ 
derman pointed out, the city is cur¬ 
rently responsible for trash collec¬ 
tion and recycling; discussions 
would be more fruitfully carried on 
with the city council than with 
CHI. 

Some visitors raised questions 
about the recent letter mailed out 
by management on the deferred 
payment plan passed by the mem¬ 
bership at the last special member¬ 
ship meeting. The chief complaint 
was that the letter was not detail¬ 
ed enough. Don McGinn, GHI 
Comptroller, answered that the let¬ 
ter had been deliberately brief be¬ 
cause it would not be applicable to 
the large majority of the members. 
The letter instructed those people 
who felt they might be eligible to 
contact him for further details. 
This contact was also to be used to 
inform the member of other pro¬ 
grams/benefits for which he might 
be eligible. McGinn cited food 
stamps/, tax rebates, and medical 
' assistance as examples.

SURVEY ON PARKLAND 
AND DUPLICATE SERVICE

This is the final in a series of 
analyses of the questionnaires 
filled out by voters at the Sep¬ 
tember, 1971} city election. 

The questions pertaining to 
parklands were designed to sample 
citizen feelings concerning the pur¬ 
chase of more parkland, develop¬ 
ment of the parkland just purch¬ 
ased or further development of ex¬ 
isting parks. In response to these 
questions, the City-wide results 
were; 31# of those completing the 
questionnaire felt the City should 
buy more parkland; 35% felt the 
City should develop its recently ac¬ 
quired land; and 28% felt that there 
should be improvements to the ex¬ 
isting park facilities. 

On all three of these questions, 
the Center and North End pre¬ 
cincts were fairly close together in 
response. The Springhill Lake Pre¬ 
cinct, however, showed a marked 
divergence from the other pre¬ 
cincts in that 20% of the partici¬ 
pants showed an interest in pur¬ 
chasing more parkland, 54% were 
concerned with the development of 
the parkland the City recently ac¬ 
quired and 19% felt the City should 
improve existing parks. These dif¬ 
ferences in response might be due 
to a mistaken belief of some Spring- 
hill Lake voters that the City now 
owns the Springhill Lake golf 
course and their desire to have it 
developed into a City park. How¬ 
ever, the City has not yet com¬ 
pleted the purchase of this land. 

The results of this question are 
inconclusive. In addition, the word¬ 
ing of the question has been chal¬ 
lenged as tending to encourage the 
voter to favor development over 
acquisition. The fact that all three 
choices were fairly evenly support¬ 
ed might indicate that voters feel 
there is a need both to acquire 
and develop parkland to acquire 
more land, develop newly acquired 
parkland and to develop other 
parkland as well. Present plans of 
the City call for further efforts in 
all three areas. 

As to duplication of services be¬ 
tween the City and the County, no 
one solution proposed received ma¬ 
jority support of the voters. The 
largest percentage (38%), of the 
respondents favored a tax credit 
to city residents from the County 
for services provided by the City 
which the County also provides in 
other areas. Thirty-six percent of 
the respondents, however, wanted 
the city to get maximum services 
from the County and then supple¬ 
ment this with City service. A ma-

jority of Springhill Lake voters fa¬ 
vored this choice (54%), while the 
tax credit proposal received great¬ 
er favor in the other two precincts. 
There was no strong feeling for 
the City discontinuing its service 
and relying on the County to pro¬ 
vide it (only 9%). There was 
stronger feeling (17%) for the 
County not providing the duplica¬ 
ted services within the city and not 
taxing city residents for it.
